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During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered in the 829 
uistrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,594 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
4 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 21,849 deaths, representing an 
ual rate of 19°9 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
he several Irish seaports), 3,721 persons emigrated. 


Tn England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 23-4 in every 
0 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 15-9 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0:3 below the average rate for the corres- 
ding quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912, and also 0-8 below the rate for the first 
Tter of 1912. The deaths are 84 above those registered in the corresponding 
tter of 1912; the death-rate is 0:4 above the rate for that quarter, but 0:3 under the 
rage for the first quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1912, the returns of 
perism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 865 in the 
lage number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease 
1040 in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912, the 
aber of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 5,787, and the number of persons on 
door relief shows a decrease of 15,122, the total under both heads being 20°8 per cent. 
at the average for the first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease In 
population as compared with the average population for those years is 0°3 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,369) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter of 1912 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:2 below 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1912, but 0:1 above the average rate for 
the fourth quarter of the ten years 1902-1911. Of the total number of marriages, 3,613 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,756 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4-5 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6-1 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading 1s 0°3 above, and that under the latter heading 0:3 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


Of the 23,329 marriages registered last year, 6,654 were registered in the first quarter, 
5,624 in the second, 5,682 in the third, and 5,369 in the fourth.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st March last was 
25,594—13,009 boys and 12,585 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 42:8, 


or 23°4 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1903-12, was 26,065, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 23:7 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 23:8 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 223 ; Ulster, 23-7 ;

The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 32-2 for Dublin county borough, 
and the lowest 17-7 for Dublin County.

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 31st 
March last was 21,849—10,986 males and 10,863 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in every 50-1, or 19-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1903-12, was 20°2 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 21-0 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 18-7; in Ulster, 21:5; and in Connaught, 15:8. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 14:2 in Mayo to 25:8 in 
Armagh county. Between these rates the lowest five are—Leitrim, 14°75; Clare, 
15:5; Roscommon, 16°5; Kerry, 16-7; and Galway, 16°8; and the highest five 
are—Dublin county borough, 24:8; Belfast county borough, 22:4; Carlow, 22°3 ;

Enteric Fever.—Deaths from enteric fever numbered 80, as compared with 
an average of 73, and 56, 40, and 53 deaths registered in each of the 3 preceding 
quarters. The 80 deaths are equivalent to an annual rate of 0°07 per 1,000 of the 
population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1913. Of the deaths, 11 
were registered in Dublin county borough; in Sligo union 6 deaths were registered : in 
Omagh, 5; and in each of Cork, Limerick, Newry unions 4 deaths were registered. 


Typuus.—There were 21 deaths registered from typhus for the whole of 
Ireland during the quarter, the average for the corresponding period in the past 5 
years being 15, and the numbers in the 3 preceding quarters being 10, 4, and 6, 
respectively. Of the 21 deaths, 6 were in Stranorlar union; 4 in Middleton; 3 in 
each of Newcastle and Dublin, North; 2 in Oughterard; in each of the following 
unions one death from typhus was registered :—Clones, Galway, and Loughrea. 


Smatt-Pox.—During the quarter under notice there was no record of mortality 
from small-pox. 


MeasLEs.—The mortality from measles, amounting to 329 deaths, and repre- 
senting an annual death-rate of 0°30 per 1,000, was in excess of the average (153) 
by 176 deaths. In the 3 quarterly periods preceding, deaths from measles were 
182, 105, and 413, respectively. Of the total deaths, 138 were in Belfast county 
borough; in Newry union there were 43 deaths; in Tralee, 24; in Dingle, 15; in 
Enniscorthy, 10 deaths, and in Kilrush, 10 deaths. 


SCARLET FeverR.—An increase of 23 deaths over the average, namely, from 43 
to 66, appears to have taken place in'the period under notice, the deaths (66) being 
equal to an annual rate of 0°06 per 1,000; in the three quarters before deaths from 
this disease were 74, 78 and 85. 


WHOOPING-CoUGH.—There was a decrease in the mortality from whooping- 
cough, the deaths numbering 173, equal to an annual rate of 0°16 per 1,000, and 
the average, 319. Deaths from whooping-cough occurred as follows in certain 
unions :—in South Dublin, 28; in North Dublin, 15; in Waterford, 19; in Coleraine, 
9; and in each of Belfast and Rathdrum, 8 deaths. 


DipHTHERIA.—The total number of deaths registered from diphtheria in the 
whole of Ireland was 96, corresponding to an annual death-rate of 0°09 per. 1,000; 
the number is 5 below the average, but above the numbers 81, 70, and 82 registered 
in the 3 preceding quarters. Among the deaths from diphtheria there were 6 in 
Belfast union; 10 in North Dublin union; 13 in South Dublin union; 21 in Lisburn 
union; and 8 in Naas union. 


DiaRRH@AL DisEASES.—The mortality of children under 2 years of age from 
diarrhoea and enteritis numbered 205 and represents an annual death-rate of 0°23 
per 1,000 for the whole of Ireland. There were 40 deaths of persons aged 2 years 
and upwards registered from diarrhcea. 


TusercuLous Disease.—As returned by the Registrars the aggregate number 
of deaths in Ireland registered during the quarter was 2,476, the average being 
2,697, and the number returned in the March quarter of 1912 being 2,520. 


The following notes, which bear upon the status of tuberculosis and other 
matters affecting public health have been furnished by the Registrars :— 


Dublin, South; Crumlin.—‘* I find the local branch of the Women’s National 
Health Association a constant and unfailing source of help in every way. The 
Nurse who has been appointed to the district is unsparing in her efforts, which are 
keenly appreciated by the poor.”

Granard; Scrabby, No. 2—“ One death is recorded of a woman aged 60 years 
from tubercular enteritis. She belonged to a phthisical family. A second case of 
pulmonary tuberculosis has made its appearance in a labourer’s family, where a 
death from this disease took place in February of last year. The dwelling is a 
thatched damp hovel.” 


Tullamore; Kilbeggan—* Tuberculous disease appears to be on the wane, 
largely due to better housing and a more intelligent conception of the infectivity of 
the disease.” 


Wexford; Bridgetown.—* There has been no death from any form of tubercular 
disease registered in this district for past eight months.” 


Kanturk; Newmarket.—“ One case of pulmonary tuberculosis. Patient came 
from America to die.” 


Middleton; Aghada.— Old age and tuberculous disease are the chief causes 
of death in this district.” 


Kenmare; Tuosist—“ A few cases of pulmonary tuberculosis—returned 
American emigrants.” 


Limerick; Caherconlish.—* Two deaths from tuberculosis. One of these had 
been in a sanatorium, which prolonged his life considerably.” 


Rathkeale; Pallaskenry.—“ Two deaths were caused by pulmonary tuberculosis. 
Those patients lived in insanitary houses. The prevention of this disease can be 
best accomplished by better housing of the people, their using more home-grown food 
and being more attentive to laws of hygiene. The removal of patients to sanatoria 
and after a few weeks allowing them home to the former surroundings is very 
futile and not inexpensive.” 


Callan; Mullinahone.—“ Three deaths registered from tuberculosis (one of them — 
recently returned from America).” 


Youghal; Ardmore.—“ An increase in pulmonary tuberculosis. I have noticed 
the cases always associated with badly ventilated bedrooms. Two cases due to 
drink.” 


Lisburn; Drumbeg.—* Five deaths from phthisis, a proportion of more than 
one-third registered.” 


Tuam; Tuam, No. 2.—* One of the cases of pulmonary tuberculosis registered 
was a young woman who returned from America 5 years ago.” 


Castlereagh; Loughglinn.—* There is a diminution of deaths due to tubercu- 
losis. There has been an unusual number of large windows put into the dwelling- 
houses in this district. The people are now recognising the importance of more 
light and air.” 


CANCER.—There were 867 deaths classified under the head of cancer; the total 
corresponds to a rate of 0:79 per 1,000, compared with the rates 0:77, 0°76 and 0:79 
for each of the preceding quarterly periods. 


Vi1oLeNcE.—The number of deaths from violence, including accident or negli- 
gence, homicide and suicide, was 238. 
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Health of the People. : 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Measles in 58 districts, scarlet fever in 22, whooping-cough in 37, diphtheria in 18, enteric 
fever in 13, influenza in 96, typhus in 4, mumps in 5, chicken-pox in 2, cerebro-spinal 
fever or cerebro-spinal meningitis in 3, and German measles in one district. [See 
Appendix to this Report commencing on page 65.] 


Inquests.—There were 487 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 45 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 43 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 61, in 
Ulster 1 to 36, and in Connaught 1 to 76. 


Dratus 1n Pusiic Instirutions.—Of the 21,849 deaths registered, 4,443, or 20°3 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 28°4, in Munster 
22°7, in Ulster 15°5, and in Connaught 12°5. 


UncertifieD DEatus.—According to the returns, 5,396 of the 21,849 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being nearly 25 per cent. of the 
total. In Leinster the percentage was 18, in Munster 29, in Ulster 20, and in Connaught 
the uncertified deaths were 50 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the first quarter 
of the year 1913, there were 11,981 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 31st March last was 3,721 (2,436 males 
and 1,285 females), being 54 more than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1912, 
but 440 below the average number for the first quarter of the ten years 1903-1912.

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the first quarter of 1913, an average

THE WEATHER. 


_The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteorological obser- 
vations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, Dublin, during the first

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quarter of the years 1908 to 1913, respectively, furnished by direction of the Superinten- 
dent of the Ordnance Survey (see Table on page 14). 


The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1913 was 29-823 
inches, being -058 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1908-1912 ; the highest reading (30-644 inches) was on the 11th February, at 9 p.m., wind 
W.S.W.. and the lowest (28-879 inches) on the 20th January, at 9 a.m., wind E. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 41-4°, being -2° above the 
average for the first quarter of the 5 years, 1908-1912. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 56: 4° and the minimum 
18-8°. The maximum heat in sun was 104: 8°. 


Rain or snow fell on 54 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 7-300 inches, 
being 1-773 inches above the average for the first quarter of the five years, 1908-1912. 
The greatest monthly rainfall was in January, when 4:105 inches were registered. 


The wind blew on 21 days from W., on 16 days from S.W., on 14 days from §., on 
12 days from E., on 5 days from 8.E., on one day from N.W., and the air was calm on 
21 days at 9 A.M. 


January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-620 inches ; 
the highest reading (30° 305 inches) was on the 26th, at 9 a.M., air calm; and the lowest 
(28°879 inches) on the 20th, at 9 a.M., wind E. The mean temperature of the air was 
41:2°, the maximum registered was 56:0°, and the minimum 18:8°. The 24th was the 
warmest day, and the 13th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 41:3°, 
and of the wet bulb, 39:8°. The maximum heat in the sun was 70-0°, and the minimum 
on the grass 13°4°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 47:8 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 5-3 hours on the 25th. The minimum on the grass was 
below 30° on 13 nights. The maximum ozone was 0:8, the minimum 0:0, and the 
mean 0°4. Rain or snow fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 4-105 inches ; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°700 inch on the 10th. 


February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30°100 inches ; 
_ the highest reading (30:644 inches) was on the 11th, at 9 P.M., wind W.S.W., and the 
lowest (29:423 inches) on the 7th, at 9p.M., wmd W. The mean temperature of 
the air was 41°3°, the maximum registered was 55:0°, and the minimum 27:6°. The 
27th was the warmest day, and the 22nd the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 41:3°, and of the wet bulb 39°6°. The maximum heat in sun was 87°1°, and the 
minimum on the grass 20-0°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 45:1 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 5:7 hours on the 19th. The minimum on the 
grass was below 30° on 16 nights. The maximum ozone was 0:8, the minimum 0:0, and 
the mean 0:4. Rain or snow fell on 12 days. The rain-fall measured 0-720 inch; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0° 135 inch on the 25th. 


March.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-750 inches, 
the highest reading (30: 482 inches) was on the 8th at 9 P.M., wind W.S.W., and the lowest 
(28: 992 inches) on the 19th, at 9 a.M., wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 
41-6°; the maximum registered was 56:4°, and the minimum 21:0°. The 30th was the 
warmest day, and the 18th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 42: 0°, and of the 
wet bulb 40:2°. The maximum heat in sun was 104° 8°, and the minimum on the grass 15°6°. — 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 125-7 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 9:8 hours on the 30th. The minimum on the grass was below 30° on 13 nights. 
The maximum ozone was 0°8, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0:6. Rain or snow fell on 
21 days.. The rain-fall measured 2°475 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 
9° 480 inch on the 2nd.

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METEOROLOGY. 


[Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of W. N. Shaw, Esq., 
LL.D., Se.D., F.RS.| 


During the opening quarter of this year the weather was generally rough and 
unsettled, with a deficiency in the amount of bright sunshine, and an excess of rain, 
especially over the southern half of the country. The winds were mainly from some 
Southerly quarter (South-East to South-West) and temperature was therefore above 
the average, the frosts experienced) being, as a rule, slight, and of the briefest 
possible character. 


January was mild, stormy and wet, the only frost of any consequence occurring 
on the 13th or 14th, when the sheltered thermometer fell at least 10° below the 
freezing point in many parts of the country. At Phoenix Park the minimum on the 
18th was as low as 19°, while at Clongowes Wood College the thermometer on that 
and the following day sank to 14°. On the 7th, and again on the 23rd or 24th, 
the maxima were slightly above 55° at many places in the south and east. Gales 
were unusually frequent, the strongest occurring between the 2nd and 4th, the 9th 
and 12th, the 14th and 16th, and in the last four days of the month. At Roche’s 
Point the wind on the 10th blew in gusts with a velocity of 70 miles, and on the 14th 
with a velocity of 75 miles per hour. The gales of the 9th-12th were accompanied at 
first by considerable quantities of rain, daily amounts varying between an inch and 
a-half and an inch and three-quarters being recorded in many parts of Ireland both 
on the 9th and 10th. The rain was followed by heavy snow, and in some northern dis- 
_ tricts the drifts were of considerable depth. The-sunshine of the month was very 
deficient, and rainfall largely in excess of the average, more than double the normal 
uty being recorded at Belfast, and at various stations in the neighbourhood 
of Dublin. 


February opened with a continuation of rough changeable weather, but with 
a moderation in the amount of rainfall. On the 7th a severe gale from South, 
veering to West, was experienced over the whole country, the wind rising, in gusts, 
to a velocity of 79 miles an hour at Dwyran (Anglesea), 80 miles at Quilty, and 83 
miles at Holyhead. The gale was accompanied by a high tide, the highest that had 
been known in the Shannon for 50 years, and as a result many houses were flooded, 
trout being found in some as the water subsided. For the remainder of the month 
the weather was fairly quiet, with much fog or mist, especially between the 10th 
and 15th. Temperature was, as a rule, above the average, the mildest weather 
occurring about the 7th or 11th, when the thermometer rose slightly above 55° in 
many places and touched 58° at Killarney and Foynes. Frost was rare, and was of 
slight intensity, the lowest screen temperatures recorded being 25° at Clongowes 
Wood on the 22nd, and 26° at Mountmellick on the Ist, and at Markree Castle, Birr 
Castle and Killarney on the 19th or 20th. Bright sunshine was again deficient, 
and rainfall was considerably below the average, several places in the northern and 
eastern parts of the country receiving less than half, and Dublin City and Glas- 
nevin less than one-third of the normal quantity. 


March was boisterous and unsettled, gales from the Southward or South-West- 
ward being again frequent and occasionally blowing with considerable severity. 
After about the 22nd, however, the wind shifted to the South-Eastward or Eastward 
and the weather became much quieter than in the earlier part of the month. Tem- 
perature maintained a fairly uniform level, mostly a trifle above the average, but 
the frosts recorded about the 17th or 18th were sharper than at any time in February, 
the sheltered thermometer falling 5° or 6° below the freezing point in many places, 
and reaching 23° at Clongowes Wood and Kilkenny, and 25° at Belfast, Mount- 

“mellick, Dublin (Glasnevin) and Birr Castle. At Clongowes Wood a reading of 
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22° was recorded, locally, on the 13th. The highest temperatures were observed at 
some stations on the 4th, and at others on the 29th or. 30th, the thermometer rising 
on each occasion to 55° and upwards in most districts. Bright sunshine was 
slightly above the average in most places, but was appreciably below it at Valencia. 





Rainfall was everywhere in excess of the normal, considerably so at some of the — 


southern stations. 


The Mean Temperature of the quarter was above the average, but the difference 
was slight, and the period was, upon the whole, not nearly as mild as in 1912. The 
-highest readings occurred mostly about March 4th or 30th, when the thermometer 
rose appreciably above 55° in many places and touched 60° (on the 30th) at Lisburn. 
Almost equally high temperatures were observed, however, about February 7th, 
and in some few places between January 7th and 9th. The lowest readings occurred 
nearly everywhere on January 13th or 14th, but in very few places did the sheltered 
thermometer fall below 20°. At Clongowes Wood it sank to 14°. 


The Rainfall of the quarter was in excess, especially over the southern half of 
the country, where the number of rain-days (67) was 12 more than the average, and 
the total fall 36 per cent. in excess. Heavy falls in 24 hours were unusually rare, 
the chief instances occurring on January 9th and 10th. On one or other of those 
days amounts varying between an inch and an inch and a-half were recorded in 
many places; at Kingstown on the 10th the measurement was 1°7 in. 


The Bright Sunshine of the quarter was very deficient, the mean daily duration 
over the southern half of Ireland being only 2°2 hours—just half an hour below the 
normal. During the entire period there were only three weeks in which the total 
duration was in excess of the average, and in only one of them (that ended March 
29th) was the excess at all large.

deserves attention. 


In compliance with this request, remarks have, in many instances, been appended by the Registrars 
to their Returns, from which the following Notes have been selected.

Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 26,615 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
24-3 in every 1,000. of the estimated population*—and 19,989 deaths, representing. an 
annual rate of 18:3 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 15,148 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24:6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 13-2 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°1 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912, but 0:1 above the rate for the second 
quarter of 1912. The deaths are 1,483 above those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1912; the death-rate is 1-4 above thé rate for that quarter, and 0°3 above the 
average for the second quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1912, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 424 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease 
of 1,859 in the average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the second quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 5,341, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 14,987, the total under both heads being 21-2 per cent. 
under the average for the second quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in 
the population as compared with the average population for those years is 0-3 per cent.

The Marriages (5,695) registered in Ireland during the first quarter of 1913 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-9 below 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1912, and 1:0 below the average rate for 
the first quarter of the ten years 1903-1912. Of the total number of marriages, 4,322 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,373 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 5-3 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 4-8 per 


1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th June last was 
26,615—13,663 boys and 12,952 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41:1, 
or 24-3 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1903-12, was 26,792, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 24:4 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years.

Baltinglass; Rathvilly—AlIl forms of tuberculous disease are prevalent in this 


district, especially phthisis pulmonalis. 
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Dublin, South; New Kilmainham.—Pulmonary tuberculosis is very prevalent. 


Granard; Scrabby, No. 2.—One death of a young man from pulmonary tubercu- 
losis is recorded, being the second death from this disease within the past two years: 
in same house. , 


Ballymahon; Ballymore——Four deaths of persons from tuberculosis; three 
pulmonary, one of whom took the disease from his brother who returned from. the 
U. S., America. 


Ennis; Newmarket.—The general health of the district is good, but four deaths 
from pulmonary tuberculosis during the quarter seem to point to its prevalence in 
this locality. 


Bantry; Glengarrifi—A girl of 24 years of age died of acute pulmonary tubercu.- 
losis, contracted evidently in Wales, where she lived for a considerable time, returned 
to the district and died after a few weeks at home. 


Caherciveen; Emlagh.—The residents of this district are getting to understand 
the value of ventilation. 


Listowel; Ballylongford——There was one death from consumption. Deceased, 
however, persisted in refusing to enter a sanatorium when requested in early stages. 


Listowel; Glin.—I regret to say that pulmonary tuberculosis and cancer have: 


been responsible for a great number of the deaths that occurred in the district during 


the quarter just closed. 


Mitchelstown; Galbally.—Tuberculous disease is becoming very prevalent. 


Youghal; Clashmore—Two tuberculosis cases; one 5 weeks home from America. 


Kilkeel; Kilkeel, No. 2—One of the phthisical cases was a case of miner’s: 
phthisis contracted in South Africa. 


Irvinestown; Irvinestown.—Two cases of pulmonary tuberculosis registered 
during quarter. One died in Workhouse Infirmary. Family history not known. 
The second is one of a family, several of whom have died from the disease, which 
was introduced by another member who contracted disease in another locality and 
returned to die. 


Cookstown; Pomeroy.—Tuberculosis is prevalent enough although it scarcely 
figures in the deaths’ return. 


Cancer.—There were 843 deaths returned under this heading, being equivalent 


to an annual rate of 0°77 per 1,000 of the population, the corresponding rates for 


the three quarters preceding being 0:76, 0°79 and 0°79, respectively.

InquEsts.—There were 459 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 44 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 39 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 42, in 
Ulster 1 to 41, and in Connaught 1 to 92. 


DeEatTHS IN Pustic Instrrutrions.—Of the 19,989 deaths registered, 4,142, or 20°7 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 27°6, in Munster 
24:2, in Ulster 15-5, and in Connaught 13°8.

UncertirieD DEatus.—According to the returns, 4,802 of the 19,989 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 24 per cent. of the total.

The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th June last was 15,148 (8,422 males 
and 6,726 females), being 2,376 more than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1912, 
and 471 above the average number for the second quarter of the ten years 1903-1912.

_The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteorological obser- 
vations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, Dublin, during the second

dent of the Ordnance Survey (see Table on page 14) 


The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1913 was 29-911 
inches, being 0°084 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1908-1912 ; the highest reading (30-461 inches) was on the 28th June, at 9 p.M., wind 
W., and the lowest (29-046 inches) on the 26th April, at 9 a.m., wind S.E. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 50:2°, being 0-1° below the 
average for the second quarter of the 5 years, 1908-1912. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 75-0° and the minimum 
28°8°. The maximum heat in sun was 129-99, 


_ Rain or snow fell on 46 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 7-140 inches, 
being 0° 824 inches above the average for the second quarter of the five years, 1908-1912. 
The greatest monthly rainfall was in May, when 3-005 inches were registered. 


The wind blew on 33 days from W., on 10 days from E., on 9 days from §., on 
6 days from N,E., on 6 days from 8.W., on 5 days from S.E., and the air was calm on 
15 days at 9 A.M. 


April —The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-804 inches ; the 
highest reading (30°371 inches) was on the Sth, at 9 a.m., wind N.E.; and the lowest 
(29° 046 inches) on the 26th, at 9 4.m., wind S.E. The mean temperature of the air was 
45°3°, the maximum registered was 59°5°, and the minimum 28-8°. The 30th was the 
warmest day, and the 2nd the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 45:4°, 
and of the wet bulb, 43:1°. The maximum heat in the sun was 112:2°, and the minimum 
on the grass 20°3°. The total*amount of sunshine recorded was 137:5 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 11:4 hours on the 19th. The minimum on the grass was 
below 30° on 11 nights. The maximum ozone was 0°8, the minimum 0-0, and the 
mean 0°6. Rain or snow fell on 16 days. The rain-fall measured 2°750 inches; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0:840 inch on the 29th. 


May.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-873 inches; 
the highest reading (30°347 inches) was on the 13th, at 9 P.M., air calm., and the 
lowest (29-186 inches) on the 8th, at 9 a.M., wind E. The mean temperature of 
the air was 50°3°, the maximum registered was 66:2°, and the minimum 31:0°. The 
11th was the warmest day, and the 5th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 50°3°, and of the wet bulb 47°6°. The maximum heat in sun was 123°3°, and the 
minimum on the grass 27:0°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 150-0 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 12-7 hours on the 18th. The minimum on the 
grass was below 30° on 4 nights. The maximum ozone was 0:8, the minimum 0:1, and 
the mean 0°5. Rain or snow fell on 16 days. The rain-fall measured 3-005 inches ; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-770 inch on the 5th. 


_ June.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30:055 inches, 
the highest reading (30°461 inches) was on the 28th at 9 P.M., wind W., and the lowest 
(29-633 inches) on the 9th, at 9 p.M., wind 8.W. The mean temperature of the air was 
54°9°; the maximum registered was 75:0°, and the minimum 37:0°. The 28th was the 
warmest day, and the 12th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 55°5°, and of the 
wet bulb 52°5°. The maximum heat in sun was 129° 9°, and the minimum on the grass 29 -7°. 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 180°4 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 13-0 hours on the 17th and 30th. The minimum on the grass was below 30° on 
one night. The maximum ozone was 0:7, the minimum 0:0, and the mean0:4. Rain 
fell on 14 days. The rain-fall measured 1:385 inches; the greatest amount in 24 
hours was 0-300 inch on the 5th.

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METEOROLOGY. 


[Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of W. N. Shaw, Esq., 
LL.D., Sc.D., F.R.S.] 


The weather of this quarter was of a very variable character, bright sunshine 
and temperature being mostly below the average, and rainfall largely in excess. 
The winds were unusually strong for the season, and often attained the force of a 
gale, the storms experienced on the, west coasts in the latter half of April being of 
considerable severity. | 


April was upon the whole dull, cold and wet, and on the 11th and 12th, when a 
brisk northerly wind prevailed, the thermometer at some of the northern stations 
failed to rise above 45°. In the earlier half of the month sharp night frosts occurred 
in various places, the lowest temperatures recorded by thermometers in the shelter 
of the screen being 29° at, Belfast and Dublin (Phoenix Park) on the Ist, and 30° at 
Birr Castle on the 8th, and at Cahir and Killarney on the 13th. At the close of the 

_ third week a decided rise of temperature occurred, and between the 21st and 23rd 
the shade maxima were above 60° in many places, a reading of 65° being recorded 
at Waterford on the earliest date. The first half of the month was very dry, many 
places reporting an entire absence of rain lasting for more than a week, and Ballina- 
curra a rainless period of 11 days. In the latter half of the month rain was 
frequent and often heavy, the largest individual falls occurring on the 29th, when 
10 inch was measured at Kingstown and Mountmellick. On the 25th and 26th 
many districts were visited by sleet or snow showers; at Cahir the snow on the 25th 
lay on the ground to a depth of 2 inches. The winds varied considerably in direc- 
tion, and were often very strong in force, gales from the South-Westward or 
Westward being experienced rather generally between the 15th and 20th, and gales 
from the Southward between the 26th and 29th. At Quilty, in West Clare, the 

_ anemometer registered, in squalls, an extreme velocity of 61 miles per hour on the 

16th, and a velocity of 68 miles per hour on the 26th. Between the 27th and 30th 
thunderstorms occurred in most districts, and were locally of considerable violence. 


May was characterised by a general prevalence of cool showery weather, no 
material improvement taking place until the closing week, when the thermometer 
rose to a more seasonable level. The lowest temperatures occurred between the 5th 
and 7th, and were associated with the advance of strong Easterly and South-Easterly 

_ winds, reaching on the 8th a velocity of 55 miles per hour at Quilty. Sharp ground 
_ frosts occurred at the time in many parts of the country, and even in the shelter of 
_ the screen the thermometer at several stations sank below 35°; locally, at Lisburn and 
_ Clongowes Wood it touched 32°. With the warm anticyclonic spell which set in 
_ after the 25th the thermometer did not rise to anything like so high a level as in 
_ England, but on the 26th or 27th the shade maxima were slightly above 70° in many 
_ Places, the highest reading recorded being 73° at Killarney on the 27th. A large 
number of stations experienced at least 23 or 24 days with a measurable quantity 
of rain and in nearly all districts the total for the month was considerably in excess 
of the average; at Waterford and Valencia (Cahirciveen) it was more than double 
the normal quantity. The heaviest falls in 24 hours occurred respectively on the 
_ 2nd, when 1:0 inch was measured at Mount Callan and 1:1 inch at Cahirciveen and 
- Valencia Island; on the 5th, when 1-2 inch was recorded at Newcastle, Co. Wicklow; 

on the 6th or 7th, 1°11 inch at Valencia Island and 1:0 inch at Killarney; on the 29th,

June was a month’ of very varied weather conditions. During the first ten 
days Ireland was under the influence of disturbances situated out on the Atlantic. 
At first these moved to the North-Eastward on the upper part of the ocean, but later 
they advanced more directly towards our western coasts. In the earlier days, 
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therefore, there was not a great deal of wind, though on the 2nd a South-Westerly 
gale was experienced in Mayo, and a strong gale in Donegal. The 6th brought with 
it unusually disturbed conditions for the midsummer month, Southerly to Westerly 
or North-Westerly gales or strong gales being of daily occurrence, culminating on 
the 10th in a gale which affected the greater portion of the United Kingdom. At 
Quilty the anemometer registered squalls at the rate of 54 miles an hour on the 9th, 
and of 50 miles on the 10th. A very quiet period followed. The 23rd was rather 
breezy over Southern Ireland, and at Quilty a squall of 51 miles per hour was 
recorded, but on other days there was an absence of high winds. Very cool weather 
was in the ascendant, the mean temperature for the whole month being 2° below the 
normal for the country generally, Kilkenny returning a deficiency of 23°, and 
Roche’s Point 3°. Warm days occurred on the 16th and 17th, and the 29th and 
30th, when afternoon temperatures of 75° and upwards were recorded, 78° at 
Killarney on the 16th and 29th, and 80° at Lisburn on the 30th. On the other hand 
the thermometer did not pass above 52° at Donaghadee on the 8th and 9th, and at 
Armagh on the 11th. Cold nights, however, were uncommon, but the night of the 
11th-12th was very sharp, the shade minimum being as low as 36° at Lisburn, 35° at 
Markree Castle, and 33° at Castleforbes. The rainfall was unequally distributed ; 
speaking generally there was a deficiency over the lower parts of the country, an 
excess in the higher districts. Falls of as much as an inch in a day were very rare. 
On the 9th, 1-1 inch was recorded at Templemore, 1:2 inch at Carrigoran, 1:3 inch at 
Caragh Lake, and 15 inch at Mount Callan; on the 18th 1:9 inch at Armagh; and on 
the 24th 1-1 inch at Donaghadee. There was a marked deficiency of bright sunshine, 
the loss at Valencia amounting to more than an hour per day. 


The Mean Temperature of the quarter was considerably below the normal in all 
districts, there being few really warm days. Not until the middle and end of June 
did the thermometer mount to between 75° and 80°, and then only for a couple of 
days. Frost was experienced in some localities in April and in May, but nowhere 
was it severe, the lowest shade temperature in both months being registered in 
Pheenix Park, 29° on the mornings of April 1st and 2nd, and 31° on May 16th. At 
Castleforbes it dropped to within a degree of the freezing point on June 12th. 


The Rainfall of the quarter was decidedly above the average, by as much as 3 
inches, or 39 per cent., over the northern half of Ireland, and 4 inches, or 51 per 
cent., over the southern half. Notwithstanding the general excess of precipitation 
there was a striking absence of any great rainstorms, the heaviest during the three 
months being 1°7 inch at Caragh Lake on April 15th, and 19 inch at Armagh on 
June 18th. There were only a few other instances of more than an inch. Northern 
Ireland had 63 rain days, an excess of 11 days, and Southern Treland 62 rain days, 
an excess of 15 days. ; 


The duration of Bright Sunshine was deficient all round, the loss amounting to 
about an hour per day, Northern Ireland returning only 82 per cent. of the average, 
and Southern Ireland 85 per cent. May was the most cloudy month of the quarter, 
the loss of sunshine being from 14 to 13 hours per day.

During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in the 831 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 24,709 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
22-6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 16,396 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 15:0 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 7,537 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24:4 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 12:3 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°4 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912, but 0:2 above the rate for the third 
quarter of 1912. The deaths are 1,475 above those registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1912; the death-rate is 1-4 above the rate for that quarter, and 0-7 above the 

average for the third quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912.

The Marriages (5,609) registered in Ireland during the second quarter of 1913 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being equal to 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1912, and 0:3 above the average rate for 
the second quarter of the ten years 1903-1912. Of the total number of marriages, 4,137 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,472 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 5:1 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 5:2 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0-7 above, and that under the latter heading 0-8 below the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, while 
as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for 
any of the other quarters of the year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th September last was 
24,709—12,646 boys and 12,063 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 44°3, 
or 22-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1903-12, was 25,301, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 23:0 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 23° 1 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 21°9 ; Ulster, 23:0;

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Aczs.—-Ui the 16,396 deaths registered last quarter, 2,405, or 14-7 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 6,147, or 37-5 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 97-3 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 16-1 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
14:0 per cent. ; in Ulster, 15°7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9:3 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 34:0 per cent. ; in Munster, to 38°3 per cent.; in Ulster, to 35-6 per cent.; and in 
Connaught, to 50°4 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diszases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
1,648, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 1:50 per 1,000 living.

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ENTERIC Frver.—During the quarter the deaths from this disease numbered 64, as 
against 53, 80 and 46 respectively in the three preceding quarters, and an average of 68 
deaths for the third quarter of the five years, 1908-1912. 


Of the 64 deaths, 5 occurred in the union of Dublin North, 8 in Dublin South, 6 in 
Limerick, 7 in Lisburn*, 3 in Belfast, 3 in Londonderry, 3 in Omagh, and 2 each in 
Ballina, Carrick-on-Shannon, Castleblayney, Millford, and Newcastle unions. 


Typuus.—There were 13 deaths from typhus recorded, the numbers for the three 
preceding quarters being 6, 17, and 12 respectively, and the average for the third quarter, 7. 
The 13 deaths during the quarter were distributed as follows :—Cork union, 3 deaths ; 
Dublin North union, 3 deaths ; Carrick-on-Shannon, 2 deaths ; Castlebar union, 2 deaths ; 
and Ballina, Boyle, and Lisburn,* one death in each. 


SMALL-Pox.—No death from this disease was recorded. 


MEASLES.—The deaths from measles registered during the quarter amounted to 211, 
a number which is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-19 per 1,000 of the population. Of 
these deaths, 32 occurred in the province of Leinster, 110 in Munster, 49 in Ulster, and 20 
in Connaught. Five or more deaths were referred to the following unions or superintendent 
registrars’ districts :—Carrick-on-Suir (35 deaths), Waterford (26), Galway (20), London- 
derry (16), Carlow (10), Mallow (9), Newry (7), Kilrush (6), Tralee (6), Clones (5), Croom (5), 
Dublin, South (5), and Killarney (5). 


In the fourth quarter of 1912 deaths from measles were 413, in the first quarter of 1913 
they numbered 329, and in the second quarter 243, the number in the third quarter of the 
present year, as before observed, being 211, as against an average of 113 for the third 
quarter of the five years, 1908-1912. 


ScaRLET Fever.—Deaths from scarlet fever, which in the three preceding quarters 
amounted to 85, 66, and 69 respectively, numbered 71 in the period under notice, or 28 


above the average (43) for the corresponding period of the preceding five years. In 


Lisburn* union there were 18 deaths recorded; in Belfast, 14; in Dublin, North, 6; and in 
Kilrush, 5 deaths. 


WHooPINnG-couGH.—~Deaths from this disease, which in the three preceding quarters 


numbered 125, 173 and 158 respectively, fell to 122 (affording an annual rate of 0-11 per 


1,000 of the population) in the period under notice, the average for the corresponding 


quarter of the preceding five years being 194. 


Twenty-nine deaths were registered in Galway union, 11 in Belfast, 9 in Dublin South, 


7 in Rathdrum, and 5 each in Dublin North and Lisburn unions. 


DiruTHEeRIA.—The number of deaths from diphtheria was 57, the numbers for the 


three preceding quarters being 82, 96, and 55, respectively, and the average for the third 
quarter of the five preceding years, 76. 


Eleven of the 57 deaths were registered in Dublin South union, 10 in Lisburn,* 3 in 
Belfast union, and 3 in Naas. 


D1aRRH@AL DisEases.—Under the heading, deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of 


children under 2 years of age, 985 deaths were recorded for the quarter, being equivalent 


to an annual rate of 0-90 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle 
of the year. In Belfast union 304 (or 32 per cent. of the total deaths from diarrhoea and 


enteritis of children under 2 years of age in Ireland), occurred ; 164 in the union of Dublin

South, 108 in Dublin North—the number of deaths (272) for the unions of Dublin North 
and South combined being 28 per cent. of the total of such deaths in the whole of Ireland. 
There were 90 deaths in the union of Cork, 37 in Londonderry, 33 in Waterford, 21 in 
Lurgan, and 12 each in Dundalk, Lisburn, and Newtownards. 


TupercuLous Disease,—The number of deaths from this disease during the 
quarter, as returned by the Registrars, was 2,057, affording an annual rate of 1:88 per 
1,000 of the population. In the third quarter of the five years 1908-12, the average 
number was 2,231, the number in the corresponding quarter of 1912 being 2,007. 


The following observations on the presence of tuberculous disease or conditions 
affecting the public health have been extracted from the nctes furnished by the Registrars. 
which appear at the end of this Report :— 


Mullingar ; Ballynacarrigy.—The number of deaths registered during quarter is below 
average, but excluding deaths of persons aged 65 and upwards, over 60 per cent. of 
remaining deaths are attributed to tuberculosis. 


Dunmanway ; Dunmanway.—There were two deaths registered as being due to pul- 
monary tuberculosis. In one the disease was contracted in America. 


Listowel ; Ballylongford—There was one death from consumption ; parents, however, 
made no attempt to have the case sent for treatment. Nevertheless, this disease is very 
much checked compared with twenty or thirty years ago, thanks to new remedies. 


Downpatrick ; Killyleagh.—The public health is good, though the number of deaths: 


due to tuberculous disease is increased. 


Castlederg ; Castlederg—Pulmonary tuberculosis still very prevalent in the district ; 
complete isolation and better house accommodation the best preventatives. 


Claremorris ; Ballyhaunis.—Sanitation conspicuously improved. 


Claremorris ; Claremorris,—Of the seven deaths from tuberculosis, one came from 
America dying of the disease, two died in the union hospital and did not belong to this 
district, one was a tramp from Glennamaddy, and one from Ballindine. 


Killala ; Killala.—Different forms of tuberculous disease are prevalent. 


Westport ; Achill—Scabies is common, being imported by the workers returning 
home from England and Scotland. 


Carrick-on-Shannon ; Aughrim.—The number of persons suffering from tuberculous 
disease in any form is at present smaller than it has been for several years. 


Newtownards ; Newtownards.—During August and September there has been a good 
deal of zymotic enteritis. The weather was dry and flies numerous. Poor people, as a 
rule, have no proper place to store food and milk. I hope in time to see at the back of 
every poor man’s house a fly-proof safe. I hope also to see more attention given to 
domestic scavenging, and I also sincerely hope that when the sanitary authority feels 
confident that a sufficient supply of water is available it will insist on water closets 
being substituted for the existing dirty privies. The days of epidemic enteritis will then 
be past. 


CancEer.—There were 924 deaths returned under this heading, being equivalent to 
an annual rate of 0-84 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the three preceding 
quarters the corresponding rates were 0°79, 0:79, and 0-77 respectively. 


_Vrotence.—Under this heading 227 deaths were returned as being due tc either 
accident, negligence, homicide or suicide. 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Measles in 41 districts, scarlet fever in 31, whooping-cough in 20, diphtheria in 15, enteric 
fever in 13, influenza in 5, mumps in 3, and typhus in 2. [See Appendix to this Report 
commencing on page 215.] 


Inqursts.—There were 457 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 36 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 35 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 40, in 
Ulster 1 to 31, and in Connaught 1 to 57. 


Deatus 1n Pustic Instirurions.—Of the 16,396 deaths registered, 3,504, or 21°4 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 292, in Munster 
25°7, in Ulster 15:4, and in Connaught 12°5. 


UncertiriepD Dratus.—According to the returns, 3,465 of the 16,396 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 21 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 15, in Munster 23, in Ulster 16, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 47 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th September last was 7,537 (3,471 males 
and 4,066 females), being 493 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1912, 
and 1,011 below the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 1903-1912.

1908-1912; the highest reading (30°462 inches) was on the Ist July, at 9 p.M., air 
calm, and also on 7th September, at 9 a.m., wind E., respectively, and the lowest (29-080 
inches) on the 14th September, at, 9 a.M., air calm. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 56:1°, being 0-1° below the 
average for the third quarter of the 5 years, 1908-1912.

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 76:0° and the minimum 
32:7°. The maximum heat in sun was 133-0°. 


Rain fell on 36 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 5-475 inches, 
being 1-301 inches below the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1908-1912. 
The greatest monthly rainfall was in September, when 3-940 inches were registered. 


The wind blew on 28 days from W., on 14 days from K., on 9 days from N., on 
6 days from N,E., on 6 days from N.W., on 5 days from 8.W., on 2 days from S., on 
one day from 8.E., and the air was calm on 21 days at 9 a.m. 


July.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 30: 136 inches ; the 
highest reading (30:462 inches) was on the 1st, at 9 p.M., air calm; and the lowest 
(29-879 inches) on the 6th, at 9 a.M., wind N.W. The mean temperature of the air was 
56° 6°, the maximum registered was 74:1°, and the minimum 35:2°. The 21st was the 
warmest day, and the 8th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 56-7°, 
and of the wet bulb, 53:8°. The maximum heat in the sun was 130-0°, and the minimum 
on the grass 28°0°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 151:5 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 15-0 hours on the Ist. The mimimum on the grass was 
below 30° on one night. The maximum ozone was 0°5, the minimum 0:1, and the 
mean 0:4. Rain fell on 13 days. The rain-fall measured 0°800 inch; the greatest 
amount in 24 hours was 0° 200 inch on the 8th. 


August.—The mean height oi the barometer during this month was 30°105 inches ; 
the highest reading (30-340 inches) was on the 26th. at 9 P.M., air calm., and the 
lowest (29-791 inches) on the 22nd, at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of 
the air was 57°5°, the maximum registered was 76:°0°, and the minimum 37:0°. The 
18th was the warmest day, and the 20th ‘the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 57°7°, and of the wet bulb 54:7°. The maximum heat in sun was 133-0°, and the 
minimum on the grass 34°7°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 166°8 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 12:5 hours on the 25th. The minimum on the 
grass was not below 30° on any night. The maximum ozone was 0°6, the minimum 0:0, 
and the mean 0:4. Rain fell on 10 days. The rain-fall measured 0-735 inch; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-270 inch on the 10th. 


September —The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29-961 inches, 
the highest reading (30°462 inches) was on the 7th at 9 a.M., wind E., and the lowest 
(29-080 inches) on the 14th, at 9 a.m., air calm. The mean temperature of the air was 
54-3°; the maximum registered was 71: 8°, and the minimum 32:7°. The 11th was the 
warmest day, and the 17th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 54: 7°, and of the 
wet bulb 52:6°. The maximum heat in sun was 125°8°, and the minimum on the grass 31 -0°. 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 88:3 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 10:1 hours on theilth. The minimum on the grass was not below 30° on 
any night. The maximum ozone was 0:6, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0-4. Rain 
fell on 13 days. The rain-fall measured 3-940 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours

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METEOROLOGY. 


[Prepared in the Meteorological Office under the direction of W. N. Shaw, Esq., 
PL.D., Sc.D., F.R.S.| 


The weather of this quarter was upon the whole finer and drier in Ireland and 

the western portions of Great Britain than in districts lying further east. In 
_ spite, however, of a fairly large prevalence of bright sunshine the thermometer 
seldom rose to any high summer level, shade readings of 75° and upwards being 
extremely rare. A long drought which set in about the middle of July continued 
until the close of the first week in August, many parts of the country reporting an 
entire absence of rain lasting for at least 3 weeks. In September, and more 
especially in the earlier half of the month, there were frequent heavy downpours, 
but owing to the excessive dryness of July and August the total rainfall for the 
quarter was considerably below the average. 


July was for the most part fair and dry, especially in the southern districts, 
where the total rainfall amounted in many places to less than half an inch. At 
Wexford and Waterford there were only 5 days with a measurable quantity, and 
at the latter station the total for the month was less than a tenth of an inch, as 
against an average of 32 inches. For a large portion of the time the weather was 
under the influence of an extensive anticyclone lying over the Atlantic, but about 
the middle of the month it was affected by complex depressions which extended 
southwards from Iceland and Northern Europe, rain being for a time rather frequent 
but at no time heavy. In the closing days the Atlantic high pressure system 
extended eastwards over the whole of the United Kingdom, and fine dry weather 
became general. The highest temperatures were recorded between the 26th and 
28th, when the thermometer rose to 75° and upwards in several parts of the country 
and reached 79° in a few scattered places. The prevailing winds were, however, 
from north or north-west, and the mean temperature of the month was below the 
normal at nearly all stations. 


In August the weather was scarcely as settled as in July, but with a decided 
preponderance of anticyclonic conditions the rainfall of the month was again con- 
siderably below the average, many places in the north and east recording a total of 
less than one-tenth of an inch. Very few stations experienced at any time a daily 
fall amounting to as much as half-an-inch, but at Mount Callan (Co. Clare) on the 
10th there was as much as an inch and a-half, while at Roche’s Point, during a 
thunderstorm on the 29th, nearly an inch was deposited. The wind, although 
frequently from some northerly quarter, was more variable than in July, and tem- 
perature was therefore somewhat higher, the mean for the month being above the 
average at most places situated in the southern half of the country. The greatest 
warmth occurred on or about the 2nd or the 14th, the thermometer on each occasion 
rising above 75° in many districts. At Lisburn on the 2nd a reading of 83° was 
recorded. : 


September was, upon the whole, cloudy and unsettled, the anticyclonic influence 
which had. prevailed so commonly during the two preceding months being replaced 
by the effect of low pressure systems moving chiefly in irregular paths outside our 
west and south-west coasts. The total rainfall was nearly everywhere largely in 
excess of the average, and several individual downpours of great weight were 
reported, the-chief instances occurring between the 13th and 15th, on the 19th, and 
between the 22nd and 24th. On each of the occasions mentioned amounts varying 
between an inch and a-half and two inches were recorded in many scattered places. 
No very high day temperatures were reported, the absolute maxima for the month 
being as a rule very little above 70°. The nights were, as a rule, fairly mild, but 
about the middle of the month ground frost was experienced in the more central 
districts, the exposed thermometer falling on the night of the 16th to 28° at Armagh 
and 31° at Phoenix Park. 
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The Mean Temperature of the quarter was slightly above the normal in the 
southern parts of the country, but was in almost precise agreement with the average 
in the northern districts. Only two instances were reported of shade readings as 
high as 80° (83° at Lisburn on August 2nd, and 80° at Wexford on August 14th), 
but on three occasions the thermometer very nearly reached that level. On July 
27th a reading of 78° was recorded at Kilkenny and Waterford, and a reading of 
79° at Lisburn, Cahir and Killarney; on August 2nd the thermometer reached 78° 
at Waterford, and 79° at Killarney; and on August 14th it rose to 78° at Glasnevin 
and 79° at Ballinacurra. The lowest temperatures of the quarter occurred rather 
commonly on September 17th or 18th, when the thermometer in the screen fell to 
35° or less in many parts of the country, to 33° at Phoenix Park and Newtownforbes, 
and to 32° at Clongowes Wood. Readings slightly below 40° were observed more 
than once in July and August; on July 8th the thermometer fell to 36° at Clongowes 
Wood, and to 35° at Phoenix Park and Newtownforbes. 


The Rainfall of the quarter was extraordinarily deficient, the total amounting 
to only 64 per cent. of the average in the southern half of the country, and to only 60 
per cent. of the average in the north. In the former district the quarter was not 
quite as dry as in 1906, but in the latter it was the driest experienced (at a corre- 
sponding time of year) since the Meteorological Office record commenced in 1878. 
Scarcely any instances of heavy falls were recorded in July or August, but in Sep- 
tember such cases were rather numerous. The principal occurred :—Between the 
13th and 15th the fall on one or other of the three days amounting to as much as 22 
in, at Ennistymon; 2-1 in. at Lisburn, 2:0 in. at Seaforde (Co. Down), and 18 in. at 
Roche’s Point; on the 19th, when 20 in. fell at Warrenpoint, and about an inch 
and three-quarters round Dublin; on the 24th, when 13 in. fell at Limerick (Mungret 
Park) and 2:0 in. at Broadford (Co. Clare); and on the 27th, when 1-1 in. fell at 
Blacksod Point and Valencia Island. At Glasnevin and at Seaforde (Co. Down) 
the total rainfall in September amounted to about twice as much as the average. 


The amount of Bright Sunshine experienced during the quarter agreed precisely 
with the average in the south, but was 8 per cent. in excess in the north. The 
brightest weather occurred at the end of July and the beginning of August; in the 
week ended August 2nd as much as 65 per cent. of the possible duration of sunshine 
was recorded at Valencia, and 56 per cent. at Ballinacurra. The cloudiest week 
was that ended July 19th, when the proportion of the possible duration amounted 
to only 8 per cent. at Armagh and Birr Castle and 10 per cent. at Phoenix Park.

During the quarter ended 31st December last, there were registered in the 831 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 22,314 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
21-3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 16,479 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 15:1 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 


at the several Irish seaports), 4,561 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 22°8 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 13-2 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0°7 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912, and 0-2 below the rate for the fourth 
quarter of 1912. The deaths are 903 below those registered in the corresponding © 
quarter of 1912 ; the death-rate +s 0° below the rate for that quarter, and 1-1 below the 
average for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912. 


In comparison with those for the corresponding quarter of 1912, the returns of 
pauperism furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 1,668 in the 
average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease 
of 2,182 inthe average number ol persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1903-1912, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 6,632, and the number of persons on 
’ out-door relief shows a decrease of 14,736, the total under both heads being 22°5 per cent. | 
under the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,392) registered in Ireland during the third quarter of 1913 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:3 below 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1912, but equal to the average rate for 
the third quarter of the ten years 1903-1912. Of the total number of marriages, 3,589 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,803 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4-4 per 1,00C 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6-3 pet 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0-1 above, and that under the latter heading 0:3 below the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion of 
the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, while 
as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than that for 
any of the other quarters of the year.

December last was 16,479—8,294 males and 8,185 females—affording an annual ratio 
of 1 in every 66°4, or 1571 per 1.000 of the estimated population; the average rate 


for the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1903-12, was 16-2 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 16°6 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 14:3; in Ulster, 15°4; and in Connaught, 12:2.

AcEs.—-Of the 16,479 deaths registered last quarter, 2,234, or 13-6 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 6,415, or 38-9 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 95-8 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 16-4 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
13:4 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12-6 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9:°5 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 34°5 per cent.; in Munster, to 41:2 per cent. ; in Ulster, to 37-2 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 51:4 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diszases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
1,133, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 1-04 per 1,000 living. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal epidemic 
diseases, as registered during the December quarter of 1913, also the average 
number of deaths registered from each of these diseases, in the corresponding period 
of the 5 years, 1908-1912.

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ENTERIC FEvER.—The number of deaths from enteric fever registered for the whole 
of Ireland was 77, a figure corresponding to an annual death rate trom this disease of 
0-07 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1913. 


__The average number of deaths for the December quarter of the year 1908-12 was 82 ; 
in the corresponding period of the year 1912 the deaths from this disease numbered 53 
and in each of the earlier periods of the year 1913, the numbers were 80, 46, and 64 re- 
spectively. . 


Of the 77 deaths, 12 occurred in Dublin county borough, and 7 appertained to Belfast 
county borough, and took place in Ballylesson district, Lisburn union. There was not 
one death from enteric fever registered in any of the county boroughs of Cork, Lon- 
donderry, Limerick, or Waterford. | 


TypHus.—During the corresponding quarters of the preceding five years the 
average mortality from typhus was 11; in the quarter under notice the number of 
deaths was six, which were registered in the following unions :—in Cork, one death ; 
ae aoe one death ; Dublin south, two deaths ; Limerick, one death ; and Loughrea, 
one death. 


SmaLL-POx.—Not one death from small-pox was registered during the period now 
under notice. 


Meastes.—Compared with the corresponding quarter of 1912, there is a large 
reduction in the mortality from measles ; in that period the number of deaths amounted 
to 413 ; in the quarter under review the deaths from measles numbered 109, and represent 
an annual rate of mortality of 0-10 per 1,000 ; in the intervening periods of March, June, 
and September these deaths were 329, 243, and 211, respectively. 


Of the total deaths from measles, 15 were registered in the union of Dublin South ; 
8 in each of the unions of Belfast and Callan, and 7 in the union of Galway. 


Scarter Fever.—The mortality from scarlet fever, unlike that from measles, was 
greater than the average, the deaths numbered 137, the average being 62; the former 
figure corresponds to an annual rate of 0-13 per 1,000. 


As regards the incidence of the mortality from scarlet fever during the period, 
46 deaths were registered in Belfast, and 31 deaths of inhabitants of Belfast took place 
in the Purdysburn Fever Hospital, in the district of Ballylesson, and union of Lisburn ; 
so that altogether, out of a total of 137 deaths from scarlet fever, 77 belonged to Belfast 
co. borough. 


Wuoopinc-coucH.—The deaths from whooping-cough during the quarter numbered 
119, and were equaltoan annual death rate of 0-11 per 1,000. In the December quarter 
of 1912 such deaths were 125, and in each of the March, June, and September quarters of 
the year 1913 deaths from whooping-cough were 173, 158, and 122 respectively. 


~The unions of Belfast and Galway were the principal areas in which the mortality 
from whooping-cough occurred ; in the former 24 and in the latter 31 deaths from the 


disease were registered. 


DieurHerta—Deaths from diphtheria, which in the December quarter of 1912 were 
$2, rose in the March quarter of 1913 to 96, declined in the June quarter of that year to 
55, rose slightly to 57 in September quarter, and increased to 90 in the period now under 
notice. This latter figure is equal to an annual death rate of 0-08 per 1,000 from, this 
disease. The average number of deaths from diphtheria in the correspodning quarter 
of the five years 1908-1912 was 93. Of the total, 25 belonged to Dublin co. borough, 
and 12 to Belfast co. borough, 8 of these occurring in Purdysburn Fever Hospital. 


DIARRHGAL DIsEASES.—The aggregate number of deaths under this title includes 
517 deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under two years of age, and 72 deaths 
from diarrhoea at all other ages. The annual rate for the former figure is 0°47 per 1,000. 
Of the 517 deaths of children, 138 were referred to Dublin county borough ; 85 to Cork 
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county and Cork county borough ; 17 to Limerick county and Limerick county borough ; 
15 to Waterford county and Waterford county borough; 47 to Belfast county borough ; 
and 21 to Londonderry county and Londonderry county borough. | 


TuBERcULOUS DiskAsE.—As returned by the Registrars, the deaths registered from 
_ tuberculous disease amounted to 1,921, and are equal to an annual death rate of 1-75 per 
1,000 of the population estimated to the middle-of the year. .

Limerick ; Caherconlish—There ought to be some provision made for cases of tuber- 
culosis which are considered incurable. 


Cavan; Kuilleshandra.—District healthy, notwithstanding the insanitary state of 
many of the labourers’ cottages that are unfit for human habitation, but which are good 
breeding houses for pulmonary tuberculosis from rain and insufficient hight and ventila- 
tion ;, also the cubic space for fresh air is inadequate. The Jubilee nurse is dome good 
work im the district. | bat 


COLERAINE ; Portstewart—I am of opinion that the proper housing of the poor, or 
working classes, and the thorough disinfecting of houses in which tuberculous patients 
have lived and died, will do more to stamp out tuberculosis than the building and equip- 
ment of costly sanatoria, however necessary the latter may be as a help to this desirable 
end. The notification and disinfecting of the tuberculous houses has been too long delayed. 


CLAREMORRIS ; Ballyhaunis.—Sanitation progressive, a marked improvement being 
everywhere observable in the dwellings in regard to cleanliness, light, and ventilation. 


| If, as suggested by me to the District Council, the registration. of common lodging- 
houses in this town was made compulsory, it would go far towards restricting and stamping 
out epidemic disease. ) 


CASTLEREAGH ; Loughglynn.—There is a continued improvement in the houses of the 
people. There was one death from tuberculosis. 


Kenmare ; Kilgarvan—Pulmonary tuberculosis seems to be on the increase in this 
district. | 


Roscrea ; Shinrone.—Five of the thirteen deaths registered during quarter were from 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 


CaNCER.—There were 946 deaths from cancer or malignant disease, equal to an annual 
rate of 0°86 per 1,000 ; in each of the preceding quarterly periods the rates for cancer were 
0-79, 0-77, and 0-84 respectively. , 


POLIOMYELITIS.—Six cases, with 2 deaths, are reported from Dirraw, Ballymoney 
union ; one fatal case from Caledon and Ballymagran district, Dungannon union ; another 
fatal case from Stewartstown, Cookstown union ; a severe epidemic, with 8 deaths, in 
Coagh, Cookstown union; in Aghadowey, Coleraine, there were 10 cases and 3 deaths. 
The Registrar of the latter district remarks :—‘ The epidemic appeared only along the 
margin of the river Bann, where during the wet season the lands were considerably 
flooded.” 


VIoLENCE.—The deaths attributed to violence, in number 212, include those deaths. 
returned as being caused by accident, homicide, or suicide. vm 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Enteric fever in 19 districts, typhus in one district, measles in 27 districts, scarlet fever 
in 41, whooping-cough in 23, diphtheria in 25, influenza in 11, mumps in 3, chicken pox in 
8, and poliomyelitis in 6. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on. page 291. | 


_ Lyquests.—There were 457 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 36 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 32 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 48, in 
Ulster 1 to 29, and in Connaught 1 to 116., 


Deatus 1n Pusuic Instrrutions.—Of the 16,479 deaths registered, 3,307, or 20°1 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 26:1, in Munster 
23°4, in Ulster 15°6, and in Connaught 12°6. 


Uncertiriep Dratus.—According to the returns, 3,566 of the 16,479 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being 22 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 15, in Munster 25, in Ulster 16, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 50 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

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METEOROLOGY .*

The weather of the quarter was upon the whole very mild, no frost of any consequence 
being reported until very nearly the end of December. The earlier half of the period was 
marked by frequent heavy falls of rain, accompanied in some instances by thunder and 
lightning. In the latter half the weather became drier, and at many places in the south 
the rainfall of December amounted to much less than the average. Fog or mist occurred 
rather frequently on the coast, and snow or sleet fell generally during the spell of northerly 
winds which set in at the close of the quarter. 


October was marked by a predominance of winds from some southerly quarter (South- 
Kast to South-West), a strong south-easterly gale being experienced on the 9th in nearly 
all districts. Mild weather prevailed with scarcely any interruption, the highest tempera - 
tures occurring as a tule about the middle of the month, mostly between the 12th and 
17th, when the thermometer rose to between 60° and 65° in all places. At Dunfanaghy 
a reading of 67° was recorded on the 17th, while at Lisburn a similar reading was observed 
as early as the 4th. The only frost of any note occurred early on the 24th, when the 
thermometer in the screen fell to 20° at Limerick (Mungret College) and to 23° at Clon- 
gowes Wood. Heavy falls of rain occurred over the southern half of the country on the 
4th or 5th (as much as 2-1 in. being measured at Killarney on the former day, and 1-4 in. 
at Dublin, Phoenix Park, on the latter), on the coast of Mayo on the 13th (1-6 in. at 
Blacksod Point), and in many isolated places on the 19th and 20th. The sunshine of 
October was rather deficient in the eastern districts, but was in excess of the average in 
the west and south. 


In November there was an unusual predominance of strong winds from the south- 
westward, with gales between the Ist and 3rd, on the 13th and 15th, and on the 19th and 
20th. Owing to the almost constant prevalence of equatorial breezes the weather remained 
very mild, the rarity of frost being more noticeable even than in October. At a large 
majority of the meteorological stations the thermometer failed to sink as low as 30°, and 
in many places it did not fall to 35°. The only instance, in fact, of any frost worthy of 
mention was on the early morning of the 22nd, when the sheltered thermometer fell to 
27° at Kilkenny and 28° at Lisburn. Rain, although frequent, was seldom very heavy, 
the most noticeable exceptions occurring on the 10th, when 1-2 in. fell at Ballnacurra, 
and on the 23rd, when 1-3 in. fell at Dunfanaghy, 1-6 at Blacksod Point, and 2-0 in. at 
Knniscoe. The amount of bright sunshine in November was generally a little in excess 
of the average, but at Valencia ( Cahirciveen) there was a large deficiency, the mean duration 
showing a loss of nearly one hour per day. 


In December the winds were mainly from the westward or north -westward, and 
although the weather until very nearly the end of the month was again mild, the excess 
ot warmth was less marked than in October or November. Strong gales were experienced 
on the 3rd-4th, on the 16th and on the 26th ; on the 4th the wind at Quilty, Co. Clare, 
blew in gusts with a velocity ot 72 miles per hour. The highest temperatures occurred 
on the 8th, when the thermometer exceeded 55° in most parts of the country, and touched 
59° at Dublin and Kingstown. No frost of any note was experienced until the closing 
week, when a strong breeze swept down from the northward, the squalls being accompanied 
by hail, sleet, or snow, and in a few places by thunder and lightning. After Christmas 
Day the thermometer fell steadily, the frost reaching its maximum severity early on the 
31st when the sheltered thermometer fell below 20° in nearly all the inland districts. In 
the southern parts of the country December was a very dry month, but in the north a 
heavy fall of rain on the 3rd raised the total to a point slightly in excess of the average. 
The largest amounts of rain reported on that day were 1-5 in. at Killarney, 1-4 at Mount | 
Callan, and 1-3 in. at Caragh Lake. Bright sunshine in December was mostly a little 
below the average. 


* For Meteorology of the Fourth Quarter at Phoenix Park see « Quarterly Summary.” 
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The mean temperature of the quarter was above the normal (the excess being greatest 
over the northern halt of the country), and was higher than in any recent year excepting 
1908, when the quarter was much milder than in 1913. The highest temperatures occurred 
around the middle of October, when the thermometer touched 65 in several parts of the 
country, and rose slightly above that level at a tew places in the north. The lowest tempera - 
tures were recorded quite at the close of the period, when a sharp frost was experienced, 
for the first time in the season, over the entire country. On December 31st, the thermo- 
meter in the screen fell below 20° at most of the inland stations and touched 17° 
at Markree Castle, Armagh, and Newtowntorbes. In the earlier part ot the quarter the 
only frost of any consequence occurred on or about October 24th, when the thermometer 
sank below 25° in a few isolated places, and reached 20° at Limerick. 


The Rainfall of the quarter was slightly in excess of the average to the extent of 4 per 
cent. in the northern halt of the country and 3 per cent. in the south. In the north the 
number of days with a measurable | quantity agreed precisely with the normal, but in the 
south it was above the average. Individual falls of considerable weight were common 
in October and November, but in the second and third weeks of December the weather 
was mostly dry, few places experiencing in the fortnight as much as half an inch of rain. 


The total duration of Bright Sunshine was a trifle below the average in the southern 
parts of the country, but above it in the north. The brightest weather occurred during 
the week ended October 25th, when most places recorded between 55 and 60 per cent. of 
the possible amount, and Phcenix Park as much as 69 per cent. of the possible.
